FIRST THINGS FIRST 


If two members of the Bri- 
tish Cabinet had visited 
Malaya two “years ago and 
seen the situation there for 
themselves—and listened to 
the ‘warnings of planters and 
miners — the crisis might 
never have grown so great. 
Now the Secretary for the 
Colonies and the Secretary 
for War have: revealed some 
of their reactions to their fact- 
finding tour, Mr. Griffiths 
has said that Britain will do 
her utmost to meet the needs 
of Malaya as quickly as possi- 
ble and will see this, thing 
through side by side with the 
people of Malaya. He appeal- 
ed for co-operation in the task 
and said the battle must be 
won, or there will be no fur- 
ther.‘ discussion ' on political 
rights or Constitution or any 
other democratic _ develop- 
ments, 

Mr, Strachey gave, an un- 
dertaking that all necessary 
military measures would 
be taken, but he agreed 
the principle on 
Briggs has 
laid down his campaign: that 
the problem is not basically a 
military one but primarily 
one for the civil administra- 
tion and the police. The thou- 
-sands of squatter families who 
live on the fringes of the 
jungle have been living in a 
nomansland—areas as lacking 
in administration as any of 
the “lost” frontiers that still 
remain in this’air-knit world. 
They are thus exposed to the 
weapons the Communist tet- 
rorists know how to use. They 
are forced—poor as they are 
—to pay tribute in money, 
foad, and services to the out- 
laws. 

But once scattered hamlets 
are grouped together in larger 
settlements, and effective 
control is exercised by the 
creation uf -police posts and 
-other-a d-m-i-n-i-s-t-r-a-t-iv-e 
machinery, the squatters will 
be isolated from the terrorists 
and more than half the battle 
will have been won. It isn't 
an “easy problem. It is 
estimated -that altogether 
there are some 300,000 of 
these squatters, with their 
dependents, to be brought 
under control and given the 
protection of the law, and the 
language problem alone 
would make.the thsk of or- 
ganisation-a long, tedious and 
difficult ore. It will have to 
be . tackled progressively, 
State by State or area by 
area, and co-ordinated with 
jungle operatidns _by ‘the 
‘troops. | 

It is a lot more important 
at present to win over the 
squatters than it is to give car 
to the politically-minded who 
seem to think that the emer- 
gency should be exploited to 
make still further changes in 
Malaya's Constitution.: It was 
changed twice in as many 
years. Further changes must 
await the continued efforts of 
the Communities Liaison 
Committee to build. up a 
sound basis for all-round 
agreement. So far they have 
been doing a difficult job re- 
markably ‘well and’ with ‘a 
minimum of racial: friction. 
There is'a long-way to go yet. 
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‘communities: at. the expense, 
and \ against.” the ee 
> emer- 


The: recent “debate..on the 
Far East in the House’ of 
Commons was disappointing.

The best correetiva. cof this view 
is the old wartime argument that 
the world has become “one 
world.” When this, ¢rulsm was 
proclaimed in the war’ years by 
Mr. Wendell Wilkic it seemed at 
firat painfully obvious, -*In fact 
it has proved to bea fact which 
it {is st!ll painfully hard to grasp. 

Yet it is perfectly truc that 
what happens in China, Japan,|° 
Indo-Chiha and Malaya may in 
the long run affect the people of 
England .as much os what hap- 
pens in . Western Germany or 
France. Lenin always ossurmied 
that the world revolution would]. 
work itself towards its culmino- 
tion by revolution in China and|° 
India. This is worth keeping 
in mind. 

One of the principal questions 
in: the debate was whether the 

British Government had recog- 
nised the Chinese Communist 
Government too soon, The Con- 
servatives could-not.Ict pass the 
opportunity to blame Mr. Bevin, 
since the first results to. the re- 
coyition had been. so disappoint- 
ing. They could say that he 
should have walted until the 
Dominions were ready to act 
jointly 


Convincing © reply 


Mr. Bevin's reply was pretty 
convincing. To have refused 
recognition, he sald, would have 
been to exclude Great Britain 
quite certainly from playing any 
further part in China affairs. To 
recognise was, on the other hand, 
n gamble. Communist China 
might still be hostile to the West. 
But it might equally well decide 
that some ‘kind of friendly re- 
lations were possible. ’ 

The strong point in Mr. Bevin’s 
case was that the results of re- 
cognition could not, be expected 
now or in the Immedidlé future. 
They might not show, themselves 
for five or 10 years. Recognition 
was part of a long-term policy. 

Mr. Bevin did not hide his 
chagrin at the response which had 
so far come from Peking. The 
decision to Yecognise..was made 
on the assumption that Peking 
would carry on its Yorelgn policy 
On an adult and mature basis. In 
the’ British view, one purpose of 
diplomatic relations is to enable 
peoples with different ways of 
life and philosophies to find 
means of living peacefully to-}: 
gether and of. smoothing .out.their. 
disputes without conflict. You do 
not refuse to recognise a, govern- 
ment because its political idcas 
ore different from your own. On 
the other side you do: not expect 
to have to answer a: catchism:on 
your past conduct before other 
countries recognise you. 

No act by the Peking Govern- 
ment has made o worse impression 
here than its comment on the 
Hong Kong acroplane case. It has 
made a bad impression because 
it shows how grave is Pcking's 
misunderstanding of the na- 
ture of British political life. Ber 
fore all else, -Great Britain stands 
for the rule of law. Peking is 
asking that the executive in 
Hong Kong should overrule the 
judiciary,

munist nations: 


South East Asia: .Arms aid programmes were being developed for the coun- 
tries most immediately threatencd by Communist aggression and sub-

Funds have been. carmarked 
for arms, ammunition, aircraft 
‘and jungle fighting equipment 
for Governments in the Indo- 
China area. 

sIndonesia: Constabulary equip-

In View of this the ‘Swedish 
Government found it impossible 
to carry out its task, the com- 
munlque said, adding that it was 
impossible for the Swedish 
diplomatic mission In Berlin to 
stop the Germans from taking 
ever the Polish Embassy and 
other Polish buildings. 

Private property belonging to 
Pollsh diplomats .in Berlin was 
stored without German * inter- 
ference until 1941, when the 
Nazis confiscated the property.
